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FOREWORD 


Purpose  of  this  Book: 

This  record  of  ancestors  of  Erastus  Bingham  and  allied 
families  has  been  published: 

1.  To  make  available  to  as  many  as  possible  the  in- 
formation gathered  and  available  at  the  present  time  in 
the  family  and  in  the  Archives  of  the  Genealogical  Society 
in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah. 

2.  To  help  prevent  duplication  of  research  already 
done  by  others, 

3.  To  facilitate  further  research  by  indicating  what 
is  already  known  and  thereby  pointing  to  what  is  not  yet 
known, 

4.  To  make  it  possible  for  every  member  of  the  Bing- 
ham and  allied  families,  at  a  nominal  price,  to  obtain  and 
have  in  his  own  possession  a  record  of  his  ancestors  from 
this  part  of  his  pedigree. 


What  this  Book  Contains: 

This  volume  presents  a  collection  of  pedigrees  and 
family  group  records  of  direct  ancestors  of  Erastus  Bingham, 
early  pioneer  and  church  leader  of  Ogden,  Utah.  It  includes 
more  than  two  dozen  surname  lines  allied  to  the  Bingham 
family,  all  of  which  are  direct  ancestors  of  Erastus  Bing- 
ham and  his  descendants. 
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It  also  includes  family  group  records  of  other  large 
branches  of  the  Bingham  family,  also  represented  by  early 
pioneers  of  Utah.  The  records  of  the  ancestors  of  Lucius 
A.  and  Jeremiah  Bingham,  who  are  descendants  of  common  an- 
cestors, Thomas  Bingham  and  Mary  Rudd,  are  also  traced  as 
far  as  their  common  Bingham  ancestry  is  concerned,   (Elder 
Harold  Bingham  Lee  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  is  a  member  of 
this  branch  of  the  Bingham  Family.) 

Many  of  the  family  group  records  contained  in  this 
volume  were  gathered  from  a  number  of  sources  by  LESTER  S, 
SCOVILLE  over  more  than  a  half  century.  These  family  group 
sheets  in  the  Scoville  collection  were  compared  by  the  printer 
with  the  Archive  Records  on  file  at  the  Genealogical  Society   . 
in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah.  A  few  of  the  Scoville  sheets  were   I 
not  duplicated  in  the  Archives  and  some  additional  sheets 
were  found  in  the  Archives  that  were  not  hitherto  included 
in  the  Scoville  collection.  In  all  cases  the  sources  used 
by  Mir.  Scoville  are  cited  at  the  end  of  each  family  group 
record.  If  an  Archive  Record  was  found  for  the  same  family 
and  the  sources  were  different  from  those  used  by  Mr.  Sco- 
ville, the  sources  listed  on  the  Archive  sheet  were  added 
to  those  of  Mr.  Scoville?  s.  The  name  and  address  of  the 
person  submitting  the  Archive  sheet  was  also  included  for 
reference,  lifhen  no  Archive  sheet,  with  the  person  submit- 
ting it,  is  listed,  that  indicates  that  the  information  was 
taken  from  Mr.  Scoville?  s  record  and  no  Archive  sheet  was 
found  for  that  family. 

When  differences  in  names,  dates  and  places  were  found 
between  the  Scoville  record  and  the  Archive  sheets,  Mr.  Sco- 
ville? s  version  of  the  data  was  listed  first,  and  the  dif- 
lering  Archive  version  was  added  in  parentheses.  If  the  in- 
formation was  the  same,  or  if  it  was  not  conflicting,  then 
only  one  version  was  included  here.

No  attempt  was  made  to  locate

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and  analyze  the  sources  quoted  on  either  the  Scoville  sheets 
or  the  Archive  sheets.  (This  is  a  project  that  could  be 
undertaken  by  various  members  of  the  family. ) 


Data  No  Better  Than  the  Sources;       ^ 

It  should  be  emphasized  that  genealogical  information 
in  any  record,  printed  or  otherwise,  is  no  better  than  the 
sources  used.  It  must  be  remembered  that  the  Archive 
sheets  have  not  been  verified  as  to  the  correctness  of  gen- 
ealogical information  contained  thereon.  They  are  checked 
by  the  staff  of  the  Genealogical  Society  only  for  readily 
apparent  inconsistencies  and  for  clerical  form,  unless  the 
research  was  actually  performed  by  a  researcher  in  the  re- 
search department  (v^ich  fact  vrould  be  indicated  by  the 
researcher's  initials  follovred  by  "GS"  under  the  source). 

Therefore,  information  obtained  from  an  Archive  Record, 
which  conflicts  with  Mr,  Scoville' s  record,  is  not  neces- 
sarily more  valid  than  his.  The  accuracy  of  the  data  de- 
pends on  the  sources  consulted  and  the  care  used  by  the 
authors  and  compilers  of  the  sources  consulted. 

The  fact  that  certain  information  may  be  found  in  a 
printed  book,  or  identical  information  in  a  number  of 
printed  books,  does  not  prove  that  the  data  is  correct. 
Several  authors  may  have  used  the  same  source  or  tradition, 
or  one  or  more  may  have  copied  from  each  other. 


Data  Should  be  Verified  from  Original  Sources; 

It  is  hoped  that  all  data  found  in  this  book  will  be 
further  verified.  This  could  be  done  by  various  members 
of  the  family,  by  dividing  the  labor.  Once  armed  with  the 
information  contained  herein  on  any  of  the  several  pedi- 
gree lines  of  the  Bingham  ancestry,  each  family  researcher 
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may  vash  to  follow  steps  suggested  below: 

1.  Consult  all  sources  listed  at  the  bottom  of 
each  family  group  record  on  the  surname  line  he  has 
chosen,  noting  whether  or  not  the  authors  of  those 
works  have  cited  or  quoted  original  sources, 

2.  Verify  all  data  contained  herein  by  actually 
consulting  and  copying  the  original  .sources,  includ- 
ing land  records  and  deeds,  census  records,  church  " 
records,  vital  records,  wills  and  other  probate  records, 
cemetery  records,  military  records  and  others.  This 
can  be  done  by  checking  all  pertinent  records  in  the 
locality  and  surname  files  of  the  library  of  the  Genealo- 
gical Society  in  Salt  Lake  City,  being  sure  to  look  under 
the  name  of  the  town,  as  well  as  under  the  county,  dis- 
trict and  state  or  country  of  each  place  where  the  an- 
cestor or  m.embers  of  his  family  lived.  Many  libraries 

in  other  cities  also  have  much  valuable  information  of 
this  kind,  including  county  and  local  histories,  etc. 
An  eye  should  be  kept  open  especially  for  all  birth, 
baptism,  marriage,  death  or  burial  records  compiled  on 
the  basis  of  each  of  the  different  geographical  subdivi- 
sions listed  above, 

3.  However,  some  of  these  source  materials  among 
original  records  can  not  be  found  in  libraries,  and  must 
therefore  be  searched  on-the-spot  either  in  person  or  by 
a  hired  agent  or  genealogist.  A  number  of  such  genealo- 
gists can  be  found  in  most  states.  Their  names  and  ad- 
dresses can  som.etimes  be  obtained  from  historical  librar- 
ies or  genealogical  societies  or  from  advertising  in  gen- 
ealogical journals  and  newspapers.  The  Research  Depart- 
ment of  the  Genealogical  Society  Salt  Lake  City  maintains 
liaison  with  a  large  number  of  qualified  genealogists 
and  record  searchers  in  many  places  of  the  world.  By  hir- 
ing the  services  of  the  Research  Department,  these  other- 


wise  inaccessible  records  can  be  searched.  It  is  abso- 
lutely vital  that  these  original  records  be  examined  in 
order  to  be  sure  that  genealogical  records  are  both  com- 
plete and  accurate. 

The  first  step  in  research  (ie.,  collecting  all  in- 
formation already  gathered  by  members  of  the  family,  and 
searching  many  printed  histories  and  genealogies),  has 
already  been  performed  for  us  to  a  large  extent  by  Lester 
S,  Scoville  and  others.  That  is  a  time-consuming  and 
vital  part  of  genealogical  research.  Members  of  the  fam- 
ily need  no  longer  spend  countless  hoxirs  repeating  what 
has  already  been  done,  but  can  go  from  there  to  verify 
and  complete  these  records  by  using  original  soxirces. 

VJhat  a  wonderful  contribution  Mr.  Scoville  has  made 
to  each  member  of  the  Bingham  family  who  is  interested 
in  his  ancestral  heritage^  Members  of  the  family  can 
best  thank  him  (and  at  the  same  time  render  a  service  to 
their  ancestors  and  the  family)  by  selecting  one  of  the 
surname  lines  contained  herein  and  attempting  to  com- 
plete and  verify  that  material  and  extend  the  pedigree 
as  suggested  above.

Historical  sketches  of  many  of  the  ancestors  mentioned 
in  this  book  can  be  found  in  the  sources  cited  at  the  end 
of  each  family  group  record. 

All  members  of  the  Bingham  family,  including  descen- 
dants of  all  of  these  branches  of  the  early  pioneer  fam- 
ilies are  encouraged  to  submit  their  life  stories,  family 
group  records  and  family  group  pictures  or  portraits  to 
the  Bingham  Family  Organization,  A  project  is  now  under- 
way to  compile  and  publish  a  series  of  volumes  containing 
these  materials. 


A  Word  of  Caution  Regarding  Further  Research; 

It  vrould  be  wise  for  any  member  or  group  in  the  fam- 
ily who  vdshes  to  undertake  additional  research  to  first 
clear  it  with  the  genealogist  or  some  other  individual 
designated  for  that  purpose  in  the  family,  in  order  to 
prevent  duplication  of  effort.  Anyone  is  free  to  help, 
but  it  would  be  better  to  divide  the  labor  than  to  have 
several  copy  the  same  records  over  and  over  again,  while 
other  records  may  be  left  undone. 

Much  of  this  work  can  probably  best  be  done  by  mem- 
bers of  the  family  contributing  to  the  research  fund  of 
the  Family  Organization,  which  can  in  turn  hire  the  fam- 
ily' s  professional  researchers  to  conduct  the  necessary 
research,  ^ 
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Uovi  to  Use  this  Book; 

The  family  group  records  of  each  different  surname 
line  are  found  together  in  one  section,  these  surname  sec- 
tions being  placed  alphabetically  in  order  for  ease  of 
reference.  Each  surname  section  contains  family  group  re- 
cords of  direct  ancestors  only.  No  records  of  collateral 
lines  are  included  in  the  book.  They  are  all  grandfathers 
and  grandmothers  of  Erastus  Bingham  and  his  family  descen- 
dants. In  each  section  the  family  group  records  begin 
with  the  male  ancestor  of  that  surname  nearest  Erastus 
Bingham  and  proceed  from  son  to  father,  son  to  father, 
and  so  on,  back  to  earlier  times.  Each  section  begins 
with  a  divider  page  showing  that  surname,  and  a  brief 
pedigree  on  the  reverse  of  that  page.  Although  the  names 
of  the  parents  of  the  wife  of  a  given  ancestor  may  be  known 
her  parents  are  not  shown  on  the  pedigree  vdiich  bears  her 
husbands'  surname. 

To  locate  the  ancestors  of  the  wives  of  a  particular 
ancestor,  one  needs  merely  to  look  in  the  section  bearing 
the  wife' s  maiden  surname,  where  she  will  most  likely  ap- 
pear in  the  first  family  group  record,  as  a  child  with 
her  parents,  as  well  as  on  the  summary  pedigree  at  the  be- 
ginning of  her  own  (maiden)  surname  section.  The  names  of 
the  parents  of  the  wives  (when  known)  are  also  recorded 
on  the  family  group  record  of  the  wife,  found  in  the  sur- 
name section  of  her  husband.  Cross  references  can  be 
found  at  this  place.  Since  there  are  normally  only  a 
few  family  group  records  of  any  one  surname,  it  is  a  sim- 
ple matter  to  search  through  them  all,  if  necessary,  \,o 
find  any  individual  of  a  particular  surname.  An  index 
was  therefore  not  necessary.
